WINTER WHEAT IN 
CENTRAL ALBERTA 


Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
Reports It Has Been Very 
Successful 


NORTHWEST OF THIS CITY 


Mr. Harcourt Speaks Enthusias- 
tically of the Country North 
and Northwest of Here 


Mr. Geonge Harcourt, deputy min- 
itser of agriculture. together with W. 
}F. Stevens, live stock commissioner, 
and A. W. Foley, poultry superinten- 
dent, have just returned from a_ trip 
as far as the Paddle River, and give 
an excellent report of the agricultural 
possibilities of the country. Mectings 
were held at Riviere Quit Barre, Lac 
La Nowne, Belvedere, Paddle River, 
Niosside, Heaton ‘Moor, Manola and 
Kdison, 5 

In speaking about ‘his ‘trip, (Mr. Har- 
court said he was pleased to find Peood 

catches of alfalfa at Rivere Que Barre, 
tl at Lac la Nowne, a fine field of 
peter wheat. There had been no win- 
ter killing whatever. Winter wheat 
was also found at Mosside, west of 
Paddle River, and wbout eighty-six 
files from Edmonton; and further he 
had heard that Ex-Governor Leedy of 
Kansas had winter wheat at the june- 
tion of the “McLeod and Athabasca 
Rivers, 

Winter wheat, was also found at 
Edisonj-afid- the apparent success of 
this venture north of Edmonton 
should give the farmers reason ito pay 
greater attention to this line. ‘here is 
always plenty of moisture in the soil 
and the fact that the snow lies on 
the land, not exposing it, is going to 
make the central portion of this prov- 
ince a splendid country for winter 
wheat. 

Onee ‘the farmers can establish the 
act, that they can successfully grow 
vinter wheat, it will better the mar- 
kets and raise the value of the land, A 
fact of great importance is, that once 
it is known that winter wheat can be 
grown settlers will flock to the dis- 
trict, 

Mr. Harcourt said he was delighted 
with the country around ‘Belvedere and 
the Paddle River, which he says is. fil 
of great possibilities. 

Going north from Heaton Moor and 
across to Edison, he passed through 
a district of fine soil which will yet 
be the rival of the famous Clover Bar 
COTY. 

At Manola he.found a colony of 
Americans, who were progresing mar- 
velously in their cultivation of the 
land. ! : 

Altogether My. Harcourt said at was 
the most successful trip he had ever 
taken. Everywhere the people were 
eager for information. ‘They shad been 
settled for three or four years and had 
been up against the problems of the 
country and wanted to know how to 
overcome them, 5 

‘The trip was a strenuous one—the 
meetings were scarcely ever over ibe- 
fore midnight and the travellers had 
to be up early the next morning to 
start on their 30 or yo mile drive to 
the next settlement.

New York, May 25.—Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook, who professed to have dis- 
covered the North Pole and was de- 
clared to be one of the boldest fakers 
the world has ever known, is receiv- 
ing ‘the condemnation of explorers and 
scientists for another alleged attempt 
at faking. 

The latest charge of faking to be 
laid at Dr. Cook's door is that he tried 
to have published under his own name 
a valuable acquisition to ethnological 
science, gathered and compiled by an 
aged missionary who lived and died 
in ‘Terre del Fuego. 

Dr. Cook, is asserted, obtained 
the missionary’s confidence on a visit 
there years ago while a member of 
a Belgian antarctic expedition. The 
work in question was a Yahkan gram- 
mar and dictionary. It represented the 
life work of the Rey. Thomas Bridges, 
who spent 25 years among the Onas, 
and the Yahgans, two barbarian tribes 
of ‘Terre del Fuego. 

The bock consisted of 30,000 words 
and was a scientific record of the 
language of aitribe which would soon 
pass out of existence, That Dr, Cook 
attempted to publish this work under 
his own name is charged by Charles 
H. ‘Townsend, director of the New 
York aquarum and oa member of the 
Explorers’ and the Arctic clubs, from 
which Dr. Cook was expelled after 
the exposure of his Mount MeKinley 
claims and the refusal of ‘Copenhagen

CHAPMAN’S EVIDENCE BAD 


——— 


Mr. Robertson contends It Was 
Not Reliable and Should Not 
Influence Court 


An eloquent argument for the de- 
fense was deliver ed by Mr. Robertson 
this morning, in the trial for the ex- 
tradition of Mrs. ‘Matthews, which 
lasted two ‘hours and a half. In it, he 
contrived to find mistakes and faults 
in all the affidavits which the prose- 
‘cution produced, and the evidence of 
Chapman, he said, was absolutely un- 
reliable and he thought it inconceiv- 
able that His Honor could even take 
it into consideration. 

Counsel for Defence 

Mr. Robertson for the defence said 
that no evidence had been forthcoming 
to show that a murder had been com- 
mitted and therefore he asked for the 
dismissal of the accused. 

“Your Honor,” he said, “has certaig 
jurisdiction in this court but I submit 
that the evidence that was produced 
wis not under oath, The witnesses for 
the prosecution were sworn in by 
the clerk of the court, who chad no 
jurisdiction to do so as this’ tan only 
be done ‘by the judge or a justice of 
the peace. The witnesses for the de- 
fence were all sworn in by Your Hon- 
or. But even taking the evidence as 
statements under oath I do not think 
there ds sufficient evidence ito commit 
accused.” 

“Chapman in-his testimony told about 
the buying of the strychnine—then de- 
nied it—and then went back to his 
former statement, and none of these 
were such ‘that Your Honor could be- 
lieve it was the truth. Your Honor 
sdid in the former trial that his state- 
ments were unbelievable and I submit 
that7they ‘are unreasonable. now. 

“On the day ‘of ‘Matthews’ death 
Chapman said he met Mrs. (Matthews 
but both Mrs, Matthews and her chil- 
dren swear that they did not mect the 
negro. Again the negro said it was 
dark when ‘Mrs. Matthews came out 
of the house to fetch ‘him on the night 
of the death, while iMrs. Matthews 
said she didnot take a lantern, as it 
was light enough to see without. Here 
again we see that the negro is lying.” 

“Then Chapman said that they car- 
ried out the body to the stable in full 
view of the roadway. Now, does not 
it seem much more probable that they 
would have waited ‘till it was dark. 
They had no one to interrupt them— 
the children were away and there 
would have been less chance of being 
seen.” 

A Tissue of Lies 

The strangest part of the negro’s 
testimony was that after they had per- 
formed the act of violence and placed 
the body with the mules, they both 
adjourned to the house and went up- 
stairs. Does Your Honor think that 
it would be rational for two people 
whose nerves would have been greatly 
shaken by the committal of ithe crime 
would indulge in this kind of ‘thing, 
instead of covering up their traces. 
Col. Lytton also in chis affidavit said 
that the beds shad not been slept dn, 
while the negro said that (Mrs. Mat- 
thews was in her nightgown when she 
went out, and Mrs. Matthews herself 
said that she ‘had deen in bed. T sub- 
mit that all Chapman’s evidence avas 
a tissue of lies invented out of spite 
and jealousy of this woman, and to 
ruin her character.” 

“When she was on top of Matthews 
smothering him, and Chapman. enter- 
ed the room, she called to him, “sweet, 
come and help me.” Js it likely that 
she would use such a term of endear- 
ment in her excitement. Wouldn't she 
rather say, “Help me, I’m exhausted,” 
than “Sweet.” [ should think,” said 
Mr. Robertson, much to the amuse- 
ment of the court. “Chapman thas said 
he expected to be lynched, but if they 
do hang him, they won't be stretching 
the ‘truth’ ” 

“The prosecution have come over 
to ask a favor of this country; -but 
they, bring with them flimsy affidavits 
and not the best evidence that could 
be obtained. I submit that the prose- 
cution have not been fair, and ‘that if 
hey wished fora favor from this coun- 
try, they would have produced all and 
the best evidence that could be ob- 
taned.” 

Mr. Robertson then proceeded to 
take the affidavits one by one and to 
point out the albsurdity of their evi- 
dence and the number of mistakes 
and misstatements in) them. “They 
seem,” he said, “to be made up of 
nothing but rumors.” 

Mr. Robertson also brought out the 
point that the doctors had given a 
verdict of heart failure, at the inquest 
and that although the jury was dis- 
satished with the finding, no further 


‘examination of the body was made. 'Al- 


cogerner, he said, there seemed to be 
an absence of good faith on the part 
of the prosecution and all the evidence 
availele, had not been submitted.

R. Goddard, 25- 
istant chief engineer of the Canada 
st Construction Company ‘was ex- 
amined for the production of docu- 
ments. Nothing of a sensational or 
damaging character was brought out 
during the whole day. 

Jt was five minutes to four in the af- 
ternoon when Jlon. W. H. Cushing 
avas called, and so his examination 
cid not proceed very far. Mr. John- 
stone conducted whe examination. The 
feature of Mr. Cushing’s examination, 
as far as it went, was the frequency 
with which he had to admit the “could 
not recollect.” 

Mr. Johnstone wanted to know if 
the ex-Minister of Public Works avas 
at the meeting of ‘the execwave coun- 
cil in January, 1907, when: the delega- 
tion representing the Athabasca Rail- 
way waited on the government. Mr. 
Cushing could mot remember. Did 
Mr. ‘Cushing remenrber whether the at- 
tended the meeting in Mr. Cross’ room 
in the Alberta hotel at Calgary when 
Clarke was present ana the railway 
was discussed. Mr. Cushing did not. 
Did he remember whether he met 
Faulkner, Hawes, and Davidson in 
Edmonton early in 1907? He did not 
remember. 

Mr. Cushing remembered mecting 
some men at ‘the station in Winnipeg 
in that year, among them being Wood- 
man, They wanted to know if whe 
government would guarantee the 
bonds of ‘the Athabasca ‘Railway. ‘Mr. 
Cushing told them she »jwould speak ‘to 
the premier when che got to Edmonton. 
He did, and then wrote to them telling 
them that at was useless for them to 
come 'to Edmonton, as they would not 
consider the matter at all. 

Mr. Cushing also remembered meet- 
ing Mr. Cornwall in Montreal iin 
March, 1908, but he did not say any- 
thing to him that would dead him to 
believe that Mr. Cushing would favor 
the guarantecing of the bonds of the 
road. 

Mr. Cushing also stated that there 
was no railway policy decided upon 
by the province in 1908. It was not 
until the early part of 1909. 

In Mr. Goddard's examination for 
discovery, it developed that he had 
acted as ‘stenographer for Mr. Clarke 
during the months of October and 
November, 1908. Mr. Walsh stated 
that he had called up Mr. Goddard 
over the telephone one night dast aveck 
and asked him if he had any papers 
relative to the matters under jinves- 
tigation. Mr. Goddard reptied that 
he had, among them several note 
books filled with shorthand notes of 
the letters that he ‘had taken down 
for Clarke. Mr. Walsh ‘then said that 
Goddard had given him a bundle of 
papers but that these note,books were 
not among them.

BOMB INTENDED 
FOR KING ALFONSO 


It Was Thrown at a Monument 
and King’s Arrival in City 
Was Changed 


Madrid, May 25--A ibomb was 
hurled Jast night at the monument 
erected to the victims of the attempt 
against the King on his wedding day, 
May 3, 1906, but the authorities think 
that ‘the original intention of the 
anarchists was to strike down the king 
upon his arrival at the railway station 
on his return from London. 

As a result of this conviction, the 
plans for King Alfonso’s return have 
been changed, and it is now arranged 
for him to enter ‘the city ‘by automo- 
bile. The bomb ‘thrower, who was 
wouded by his own weapon, proves to 
have been a South American, Like 
‘Manuel Morales, who was believed to 
have headed the conspiracy against the 
king four years ago, the South Ameri 
can committed suicide when he found 
that his capture by the police was im- 
minent. 

The police also point out that the 
man used a bomb constructed much 
like that which was employed by Mo- 
rales, and which caused the death of 
23 persons,
